It retained its 
original name and the number 124 
until the year 1905, when, by the 
consent of the Supreme Council of 
France it was transferred to the 
jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of 
California, first with the name 
Oceanic, but later with the original 
name and “— er — 371. 


At first the meetings were held in 
the cabin of Le Tellier’s boat, the 
Ajax, but, afterward, for many years, 
ashore in the home of one or other 


of the members, and, finally, in a Ma- 
sonic Temple belonging to the Ha- 
walian Lodge, No. 21, chartered by 
the Grand Lodge of California on 
Jan. 12, 1852, 11 years after the 
foundation of Lodge Le Progrés. The 
early records of the original Lodge, 
including the warrant, were unfortu- 
nately destroyed by fire and the regu- 
lar minutes do not begin until Jan. 
17, 1846, just before the discovery of 
gold in California, which had an im- 
portant influence on Honolulu affairs. 
Great caution was exercised in the 
admission of candidates and the by- 
laws demanded a residence of one 
year, one exception being made in 
favor of a Dr. E. Hudson, “as there 
were Brethren present who had 
known him at his previous place of 
residence and who vouchsafed for 
him as a most desirable gentleman.”

In 1859 'a petition was received 
from David Kalakaua, brother of 
Princess Liliuokalani, destined to 
become the cofistructive king of the 
islands, Master of his lodge, and 
well known around the world as a 
man and a Mason.”

Hence it is broad- 
casting a warning message to its branches and 
urging that their members should remember 
that charity begins at home and that they had 
better investigate their own ability to be good 
parents along with their efforts to help others 
to be such. 

The association has faced successfully many 
difficulties during the few years of its connec- 
tion with sehool affairs in New York, and has 
consequently made considerable headway. It is 
planning this year to broaden its work, and 
there is no reason why it should not continue 
to accomplish good in its chosen sphere of en- 
deavor.. That there is need for a right adjust- 
ment of thought of both parents and children to 
the affairs of today is unquestionable, though it 
is important that. both sides of the situation 
should be equally considered.

Why it is that 
a decent standard no sooner achieved and ac- 
cepted is suddenly set upoh by fresh insur- 
gencies and relegated with fine relish to the 
storehouse has yet to be satisfactorily explained 
by the scribes. Perhaps Ruskin, in his seven- 
tomed treatise on Turner’s art, has come near- 
est the answer, but since he is scarcely read 
today, whatever light he might throw on the 
matter is nearly negligible. 

Doubtless each period has claimed its 
problem the most appallingly severe, the most 
subtly provocative, but the present case of 
modernism in art has most certainly mever been 
excelled in pungent, persistent, and widespread 
intensity. All that is primitive, barbaric, spo- 
radic, and eccentric in the art of the ages has 
been revamped to make the cause of modern- 
ism more convincing. -All that is quaint, naive, 
unpremeditated, and out-of-plumb in form and’ 
color is being ballyhooed for all that it is worth, 
and perhaps more. Rummaging through the 
past for bolstering proof,: modernism has 
brought forth much delightful and valuable 
data, and it has. made the “light touch” a thing 
of importance. From the sublime to the ridic- 
ulous, the entire gamut of art stands unearthed 
today. No longer can surprise be registered at 
what may arise in the galleries. Modernism 
has .made sophisticates of us all. And now, 
after another summer’s meditation away from 
metropolitan marts, the artist is to be spied 
making his way homeward, his heart no doubt 
all full of new disclosures, his bags atid bag- 
gage all stowed with galery wares. Another 
season awaits his unloading. .The™ tangled 
skeins of art lie ready, for an untangling or for 
a further snarling.

The World’s Great Capitals: The Week in Paris 


Paris, Sept. 21 

Firmin Gemier, director of the Odéon Theatre, is 
leaving for Berlin, to discuss with German directors the 
possibility of establishing what he calis a League of 
Nations of the Theater. His idea is to have. periodical 
gatherings of those interested in dramatic art in all 
countries. Besides holding qongrésses, the production 
of foreign: pieces will be encouraged, to help toward a 
mutual understanding. 

An officer in the Geodetic Service, Commandant Hel- 
bronner, who has just completed a survey of the Island 
of Corsica; which is, of course, nch, has made the 


‘startling announcement that the fsland has moved east- 


ward a distance of about thirty-three feet the last 
hundred years. It may be that his computations’ will 
not be confirmed, but they afe naturally attracting con- 
siderable attention. There are curious theories regard- 
ing the mobility of continents and islands, and it is 
suggested by some geologists that the earth's crust is 
shifting horizontally. It is also shifting vertically, if 
the geographers wihio believe that the distdnce between 
Europe and Greenland has increased during the last 
century are well founded. The hypothesis that 
earth rests upon a fluid base is attributed to Alfred 
Wegener, a German natural scientist. Recently it was 
shown that a submarine plateau has arisen, according 
to naval soundings, in the Bay of Gascony.

Perhaps this is the beginning 
of the reaction ‘against the abuse of these literary dis- 
tinctions. It is time that some steps were taken to check 
practices which are certainly not always commendable.
